Bostow, Aug. 24. -Rev. V7. W. Downs, of 
the Bowdoin Square Baptist Church, who 
was arrested three days ago on a charge of 
Intimacy with Mr.. Annie Tabor, give. his 
version of the story for publication. The 
larger part of his letter ii devoted to bis re- 
lations with the Tatar fnnnlv since he oame 
to Boston. He speaks of Mr. Tabor with 
ierable contempt. Coming down to a 
date he tells the following story of his 
relations with Mrs, Tabor and the circum- 
aom that caused hii arrest: 
When Mrs. Tabor went to live at 7 
Derne street the very nature of her oase 
made my visits there a necessity. Her hus- 
band had withdrawn his protection and 
support. She had been turned into the street 
without any resources whatever and had, 
too, been especially commended to my watch 
and care by her family. 

"On Monday evening last t was inner 
room. It is a little hall room, and when the 
gas is lit is very warm and oppressive. I 
ha<l, with her permission, removed my 
coat; to reduce the temperature the gas had 
been turned part way down. The chairs 
were occupied by various articles to be 
packed as she intended going away with a 
lady friend to spend a few weeks at a place 
which my wife and I had recommenced. 

"As she sat on the side of the be 1 at the 
head eating an apple, and I at the foot with 
my feet resting on the flixir, discussing the 
projected trip, there came a terrible crash, 
followed by her giving a loud scream and 
■printing to her feet. 

"Ho WOrdl were exchanged with the men 
except a tow common plw-e r-marks. When 
the door of the room hurst in Mrs. Tabor 
was fully dressed, as I myself was, with the 
exception of mj coat. No criminal act had 
been committed; neither was any beiug 
OOmmlMsd, nor Md any ever been commit- 
ted between us. To burst a door down un- 
authorized is a crime. No one regrets more 
than I the postponement of the onae. It was 
mutually agreed upon by counsel without 
consulting in.' " 

"As regards my policy for the future, I 
would sav that I mean to go rusohitely on 
and not to give way one inch. Indeed, I 
mean to assume the aggressive. I have bad 
no salary from the Boudoin Square society 
for months, and although having a Urge 
family to provide for, cheerfully prefer to 
starve ou the field while contending for a 
principle rather tban temporarily benefit 
myself by any kind of an ignoble compro- 
mise.

HENRY D. WOLFF QUARANTINED AT 
CONSTANTINOPLE.

London, Aug. 24.— Sir Henry Druramond 
Wolff has arrived at Constantinople, but 
must remain under quarantine for Mine 
day* There in much discussion ai to wheth- 
er or not hit mission to the porta will be 
successful The Standard urges the great 
Importance of securing an alliance between 
England and Turkey, and expresses a 
hope that he will be successful in se- 
curing the desired alliance. The Standard 
correspondent in Berlin, however, says: 
"An eminent Turkish diplomattst declares 
that the sultan and the grand vizier opposa 
an alliance of Turkey with England against 
Russia." In an Interview Sir Henry Wolff 
stated that he is ignorant of the reported 
Anglo-Turkish alliance. His mission, he 
said, concerned the relations between Eng- 
land and the sultan and Egypt." 

The Constantinople correspon lent of the 
London Standard says: "Great interest is 
evinced among the Sultan's entourage in the 
approaching arrival of Sir Henry Wolff and 
in the object of his mission. Evidently 
communications have passed between tha 
two government*, which create the hop* 
of an understanding becoming impossible. 
Otherwise the eventuality of the despatch of 
4,000 Turkish troops under the com- 
mand of Dervish Pacha, to co-operate 
with the English in Egypt, would scarcely 
have been mooted within the privileged 
circle, and this has actually been discussed. 
In view of the possibility of an Anglo- Turk- 
ish agreement the partisans of Tewflk's 
rivals for the Egyptian viceregal throne are 
particularly active in endeavoring to securo 
the favor of the sultan for the pretandeit 
Hallm and Ismail Pacha, in the event, 
though it is not particularly likely just now, 
of the sultan favoring a change of khedive, 
Tha doubta expressed in a former dispatch 
regarding the success of Sir Henry Wolff's 
' ' I are also shared by an informant, who 
■ the known habit of the sultan to con- 
ie ambassador and then another. This 
L in consequence of the antagonistic 
counsels of ambassadors and the members of 
his own entourage, cause the sultan to altar 
his opinion several times in one day.
